AS ACCIDENTAL 


A Franklin county coroner's jury 


late Tuesday afternoon returned a 
verdict of accidental death in the 
case of Edward A. Sprankle, 52, who 
was burned to death late Saturday 
night when his shack was destroyed 
by fire near Monterey. 


Lewis E. (Red) Ferguson. 33-year 


old painter and ex-sailor, who had 
been living with Sprankle for th 
past three or four weeks, was re 
leased by State Policeman John H 
Burrie from the Franklin county jail 
following the verdict. He had been 
held since Sunday as a materia 
witness.

Tuesday afternoon in St. Mary' 
Catholic church cemetery, Pairfleid 
following private funeral services 
from the Walter Y. Grove funera 
home in Waynesboro. 


Tett of Drinking 


The inquest was conducted b; 


Franklin County Coroner S. D 
Shull, with Ferguson as the prin 
cipal witness. 


According to testimony, Ferguson 


and Sprankle had been drinking, to- 
gether since about 9 o'clock Satur- 
day morning. Fred Morrow, Waynes- 
boro, and Harvey Morrow, Rouzer- 
ville, brothers, said they had visited 
several taprooms with Sprankle ant 
Ferguson during the early part o: 
the evening, and that when they left 
the two men, both were "noticeably 
under the influence. 


Ferguson said he went to sleep 


on a sofa back of a chunk stove in 
the shack, and awoke when his left 
hip pocket caughtr fire. The card- 
board lining of the shack was ablaze 
he said.

Escaped Prison In July 


Mr. Sharrah -was at work at the 


time and Gochenauer reported the 
occurrence to Mr. Sharrah later. 
They reported to the sheriff. 


A call to Moundsville, W. Va. re- 


vealed that Shriver bad escaped 
there July 12 after having been sen- 
tenced to serve a life sentence as an 
habitual criminal. 


Unable to locate him in Adams 


county, local officials notified Mary- 
land State police. At 9:30 o'clock 
Tuesday night Maryland police lo- 
cated Shriver's car near Sharpsburg, 
but he eluded police by fleeing into a 
field near the Potomac river.

Pennsylvania Monument At Andersonville, Georgia, 
Was Dedicated To 1849 Pennsylvanians Buried There 
44 Years Ago Today; Capt. W. T. Ziegler Gave Address 


Forty-four years ago today, De- 


cember 7, 1905, a monument to the 
soldier dead of Pennsylvania who- 
lie buried in the National cemetery 
at Andersonville, Ga., was dedicated. 
The dedication of this monument 
differed from similar functions at 
Gettysburg and elsewhere to that 
the honored dead of the common- 
wealth buried there did not give 
their lives to combat during the 
Civil war. They died of disease and 
unattended wounds amidst the in- 
tolerable conditions of

HUNTERSTOWN 
HISTORY TOLD 
DY MRS. FORD 


The history of Hunterstown. G et­ 
tysburg's chief rival 150 years ago 
for selection as the seat of the new 
county government, was recounted 
for members of the Adams County 
Historical society Tuesday evening 
by Mrs James Ford of Hunterstown. 
Mrs. Ford read her paper at the 
regular December meeting of the 
county historians in the court house. 
Hunterstown, which saw its first 
new house in 50 years go up two 
years ago, was first known as S tra- 
ban Center and then as Woodstock 
before taking the nam e of H unters­ 
town in honor of David H unter who 
laid out the toum two centuries 
ago, Mrs. Ford related 
Hunter, who was a captain in a 
York county company of provincial 
troops in 1858 and served in the ex­ 
pedition against Fort Duquesne, was 
a native of Londonderry county, 
Ireland In 1740, he m arried M artha 
M d lhenny and in 1764 moved to 
what is now West Virginia where 
he bought 560 acres of land near 
M artinsburg, the society was told. 
First School Of Logs 
The speaker said the first school 
house erected in Hunterstown was a 
log and weatherboard building at 
the eastern edge of town. The struc­ 
ture which numbered among its pu­ 
pils former Sheriff Jacob W. Taugh- 
lnbaugh who is IOO years old today, 
was later moved to the Armstrong 
Eckert property and rem ains in use 
there as a chair shop 
The early history of the O reat 
Conewago

both going back more than 200 
years, was outlined and reference 
was made to the formation of the 
Hunterstown English and Classical 
Academy in 1851 by the Rev. I. N.

Andersonville, unveiled the monu­ 
ment, and Captain Ziegler, a mem­ 
ber of the Pennsylvania Anderson­ 
ville Memorial Commission, delivered 
the address presenting the monu­ 
m ent to the state of Pennsylvania 
Captain Ziegler served as a corpo­

Within the church auditorium are 
six beautiful stained glass windows 
which present the life of Christ. 


Events depicted are: the Ascen- 


sion; the Resurrection; Jesus in the 
Garden; Jesus Blessing the Chil- 
dren; Jesus, the Good Shepherd; 
and Jesus in the Temple. In the 
back of the church are stained glass 
windows presenting the symbols— 
the Holy Bible and the Crown and 
the Cross. Stained glass windows 
were placed also above the two 
front entrances. 


St. James Lutheran church of 


Wenksville was incorporated into 
the Arendtsville charge in 1878. But 
in 1880 the BendersviUe charge was 
formed to include the churches of 
BendersviUe and Wenksville. Rev.

to, when he died and the state he 
was from. 
"We then carried the body tp the 
dead house. When they were all car­ 
ried out, a wagon with four mules 
and four negroes would drive up and 
the loading process would com­ 
mence. Two negroes on the ground 
and two on the wagon. The two 
on the ground would take a. corpse 
by the knee and arm and throw* it 
up on the wagon; the two on the 
wagon would take it in the same 
m anner and throw it up front, pil­ 
ing them on top of one another until 
it vas full. 
Gruesome Sight 
"They would then fill up the hind 
part in the same m anner. I think 
24 was a load. Now w hat do you 
think of a sight like th a t to look at 
each morning and to wonder when 
my time was coming for the same 
Journey?" 
Captain Ziegler in his address 
pointed 
out 
that 
Andersonville 
prison was an enclosure of 27 acres 
bf ground, located on two eleva­ 
tions, with a small stream running 
through it. “In the county th a t I 
live in (Adams! in 1870 we had a 
population of 30.000 souls," Captain 
Ziegler said. "They lived on 339,840 
acres; our 30.000 soldiers lived on 20 
acres.” 
The stockade was made of rough­ 
hewn timber, about a foot thick, 
trom 12 to 14 inches wide and about 
18 feet long. Describing it, Captain 
Ziegler said: 
Heavily Guarded 
"A ditch five or six feet deep was 
dug and the timber stood upright 
therein, the whole firmly braced on 
the outside. About every IOO feet a 
little box was built on the top with 
steps running up from the outside: 
these boxes were used by the guards, 
who from this high perch could 
look over the enthe prison. Besides 
these guards, several 
forts 
were 
erected on commanding positions, 
and it was said that the guns from 
these forts had range of every foot 
of ground in the enclosure. 
"On the Inside of the stockade 
was the notorious dead line. This 
was made by driving pasts in the 
ground about 12 feet from the stock­ 
ade and nailing a narrow board on 
the top. thus forming a complete 
line around the inside of the struc­ 
ture. 
8.000 D ied In HO Days 
"This was put up to prevent the 
men from undermining the stock­ 
ade, and 
the guards had 
strict 
orders to shoot any m an who ven­ 
tured. or bv accident got 
under 
that line. Now, with 12 feet off at 
the widest part around th a t en ­ 
closure, and the little stream with 
its low, swamp banks, would take 
off at least seven acres. W hen I 
entered that foul place on the 10th 
day of July, 1864, it was said that 
30,000 Union soldiers were on ih at 
20 acres. 
“The first 80 days after I arrived 
there, 8.000 of thp inm ates died, . . . 
They could not flee. Bv ihis time 
they had become so hardened to the 
every day’s distress that m any of 
them were glad to die, and heroical­ 
ly they awaited their turn to be 
carried out, as so many of their 
comrades had been carried out be­ 
fore. 
• W ithout clothing to cover their 
nakedness, without shelter, lying on 
the bare ground for m onths, w ith- j 
out hope of release, why should 
they continue the uneven battle for j 
life any longer?. . . No tongue can 
describe their plight . . . without a 
change of clothing for m onths, the 
ground and rags around them filled 
with vermin sapping their life blood 
day and night, famishing, hungry 
and in the last stages of despair, 
what could they do but turn their 
pallid faces to their far-off north- ; 
em home, and in their lucid mo­ 
ments cry out from their very souls, 
Oh! why, why do you leave us here 
to die'?” 
Lincoln Intervened 
In 
a 
book. 
"Pennsylvania 
at 
Andersonville," published in 
1909. 
the 
following 
historical 
incidents 
are retold: 
"In the summer of 1864, when the 
armies of the North and the South 
had grappled in their last great 
struggle, the great heart of the noble 
Lincoln, touched by the sufferings 
of our men in the prisons of the 
south, sought to relieve them and j 
get them home. To this end he ap­ 
pointed one of the most adion and 
skillful 
diplomats 
of 
the 
army, 
General B 
F 
Butler, to arrange 
terms with the rebel authorities for 
a general exchange of all prisoners 
of war. 
"General Butler entered upon his 
duties with all the energy in his 
power, and he had gone so far as to 
overcome the personal objections 
held by the Confederate authorities 
to his personality and many of the 
details of the exchange had been 
arranged, when at once imperative 
orders were received by him from 
General G rant, the 
commanding 
general in the field, to break off all 
negotiations at once and abandon all j 
efforts looking to an exchange. 
40.000 Federal Prisoners 
"There were, at the time Butler 
opened negotiations, 25.000 prisoners 
of uat at Andersonville, 15,000 at 
Salisbury and a considerable num ­ 
ber at other points in the South.

When they were aU car- 
ried out. a wagon with four mules 
and four negroes would drive up and 
the loading process would com- 
mence. Two negroes on the ground 
and two on the wagon. The two 
on the ground would take a corpse 
by the knee and arm and throw it 
up on the wagon; the two on the 
wagon would take it in the same 
manner and throw it up front, pil- 
ing them on top of one another until 
it vas fulL 


Gruesome Sight 


"They would then fill up the hind 


part in the same manner. I think 
24 was a load. Now what do yoxi 
think of a sight like that to look at 
each morning and to wonder when 
my time was coming for the same 
journey?" 


Captain Ziegler in his address- 


pointed 
out 
that 
Andersonville 


prison was an enclosure of 27 acres 
of ground, located on two eleva- 
tions, with a small stream running 
through it. "In the county that I 
live in (Adams) in 1870 we had a 
population of 30,000 souls," Captain stm 
Ziegler said. "They lived on 339.840 
acres; our 30,000 soldiers lived on 20 
acres." 


The stockade was made of rough- 


hewn timber, about a foot thick, 
trom 12 to 14 inches wide and about 
18 feet long. Describing it, Captain 
Ziegler said; 


Heavily Guarded 


"A ditch five or six feet deep was 


dug and the timber stood upright 
therein, the whole firmly braced on 
the outside. About every 100 feet a 
little box was built on the top with 
steps running up from the outside; 
these boxes were used by the guards, 
who from this high perch could 
look over the entire prison. Besides 
these guards, several forts were 
erected on commanding positions, 
and it was said that the guns from 
these forts had range of every foot 
of ground in the enclosure. 


"On the inside of the stockade 


was the notorious dead line. This 
was made by driving posts in the 
ground about 12 feet from the stock- 
ade and nailing a narrow board on 
the top, thus forming a complete 
line around the inside of the" struc- 
ture. 


8-.000 Died In 80 Days 


"This was put up to prevent the 


men from undermining the stock- 
ade, and the guards had strict 
orders to shoot any man who ven- 
tured, or by accident got under 
that line. Now, with 12 feet off at 
the widest part around that en- 
closure, and the little stream with 
its low, swamp banks, would take; 
off at least seven acres. When I 
entered that foul place on ttie 10th 
day of July, 1864, it was'said that 
30,000 Union soldiers were on that 
20 acres. 


"The first 80 days after I arrived 


there, 8,000 of the inmates died. . . . 
They could not flee. By this time 
they had become so hardened to. the 
every day's distress that many of 
them were glad to die, and heroical- 
ly they awaited their turn to be 
carried out, as so many of their 
comrades had been carried out be- 
fore. 


"Without clothing to cover their 


nakedness, without shelter, lying on 
the bare ground for months, with- 
out hope of release, why should 
they continue the uneven battle for 
life any longer?. . . No tongue can 
describe their plight . . . without a 
change of clothing for months, the 
ground and rags around them filled 
with vermin sapping their life blood 
day and night, famishing, hungry. 
and in the last stages of despair, 
what could they do but turn their 
pallid faces to their far-off north- 
ern home, and in their lucid mo- 
ments cry out from their very souls, 
| 'Oh! why, why do you leave us here 
! to die'?"

Fifteen states states and the Dis- 


trict of Columbia have acted re- 
cently to crack down on sex fiends. 


A congressman wants the FBI to 


help protect children from sex 
crimes. Thirty-three states have not 
done anything of late to deal with 
sex slayers, perverts, and other sex- 
ual abnormais. 


An Associated Press survey of the 


48 states and the District followed a 
recent wave of sex murders and 
weird sexual crimes. It showed that 
of the 33 states which have taken 
no recent action, at least 12 plan 
no steps in the immediate future. 
In other states, initial or further 
action to fight sex crime is expected. 


Widespread Crimes 


During a single week-end last 


month, police were facing sexual 
outrages in New York, Pittsburgh, 
Na.vport News, Va.. Detroit (where 
the News has offered $40,000 in re- 
wards for solving eight Michigan 
sex killings), Los Angeles, Twin 
Palls, Ida., and Huron, Calif. 


The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 


tion has reported an increase of 1.3 
per cent in sexual assault through- 
out the nation for the first naif of 
1949,

last year. The Bureau added that 
their statistics deal only with "cases 
known to police," and show that 
such crimes shot up 50 per cent in 
10 years.

Pullorum dis- 
ease (about which a special pointer 
will appear in January) has been 
the nightmare and the daily worry 
of all poultry raisers before the Na- 
tional Poultry Improvement, Plan 
began to work.

In this 
case you will be required to have 
your flock tested for pullorum dis- 
ease. The hatchery will usually take 
care of the necessary arrangements. 


Change your feed to breeder mash 


at least .three weeks before mating, 
secure cockerels at least four weeks 
ahead of the breeding season,-and 
make sure (if you did not raise your 
own cockerels) that they may be 
vaccinated • as your pullets have 
been. If your pullets have not been 
vaccinated for Newcastle* and the 
cockerels received a shot of this 
vaccine, there may be the danger 
of an outbreak among your pellets. 
Keep the cockerels quarantined for 
two weeks, and check* them carefully 
for parasites. Do not add the cock- 
erels to your pullets before you make 
certain that they are free from lice 
and mites. Pullets should not be bred 
before their average egg weight 
reaches 24 ounces per dozen. There 
should be about seven males for 
each 100 females.

Like most Cape Cod designs, this

Plan Includes Garage 


The architect has provided for 


a possible garage at the tack of the 
house. 


In building the co'ttage, the owner 


has a choice of materials. The ex- 
terior finish may be clapboards, 
shingles, brick or stone. .Basic con- 
struction is wood frame. The over- 
ail ground dimensions cf the struc- 
ture are 32 by 27 feet, and it con- 
tains 17,000 cubic feet of space. 


Each of the four major rooms has 


plenty of light and cross ventilation. 
and the wall spacing, relative to 
window and door openings, has been 
arranged to allow ample space for 
furniture placement. 


Has Corner Fireplace 


To save floor space, the cottage 


has been planned -without a vesti- 
bule, the front door opening directly 
into the living room. As a change 
from the ordinary, the architect has 
designed a corner fireplace, thereby 
saving both, floor area and wall 
space. The arrangement also makes 
it possible to arrange furniture com- 
fortably. 


If the builder prefers, the living 


room may be sheathed or panelled 
with knotty pine, instead of finished 
with plaster and wallpaper. And the 
fireplace may well be one of those 
new patented types which operate

mal dining room, the living room 
will serve for dining on special occa- 
sions, and direct access lias been 
provided to the adjacent kitchen.
